Canadian Wheat and the Canal. 
ESS than a tenth of the arable lands of the 
L Canadian province of Alberta are under cul- 
tivation, yet the wheat crop there is great. The 
Alberta farmer is at a disadvantage in marketing 
his crops. The Liverpool market sets the price 
of the world o’ wheat. Wheat at the initial ele-| 


of transporting it to Liverpool, and this is the 
case whether it goes to Liverpool or some other 
market. The wheat of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
is sent eastward in the summer, when the great 
lakes are open. In the winter it goes westward 
to Vancouver, and, from there by ocean around 
Cape Horn. The average rate over the Canadian, 
Pacific from Alberta points to Vancouver ts 14 
cents per bushel. From Vancouver to Liverpoct) 
in ocean bottoms the freight averages 18 cents per 
bushel. To this must be added 6 cents per bushel, 


for sacking the grein, as there are no elevators in { 


Vancouver, and steamers are not equipped for 
carrying grain in bulk. The freight cost of send- 
ing the grain to Liverpool by the western route is | 
32 cents. This route is used to some extent in 
the winter, but not in the summer, as the cost of 
shipment by Atlantic ports in the summer is but 
24 cents, and even in winter, when the all-rail 
route must be used from Alberta to Atlantic tide- 
water, the cost of tra ation is but 31 cents. 

When the Panama Canal shall be conipleted it 
is estimated that the cost of transportation to 
Liverpool from Alberta will be .reduced to 21 
cents, giving the western route an advantage of 
3 cents per bushel. 

lf Congress should provide that vessels owned 
by railroad corporations shall be denied the right 
to pass through the canal, and this prohibition 
should be extended to foreign as well as domestic 
corporations, it would raise the question as to 
whether the Canadian Pacific steamers could be 
excluded. England would have a right to object 
to the United States discriminating between rail- 
road corporation owners and individual owners of 
ships carrying the British flag. His Britannic 
Majesty's government demands that the United 
States shall not subsidize American ships engaged 
in foreign trade by a return of canal tolls, on the 
ground that such a course would be an indirect 
violation of the spirit of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. 

It is not claimed that a remission of tolls to 
American vessels engaged in the coastwise trade 
would be a violation of the treaty, but it would be 
regarded as “injurious to British interests.” Ex- 
actly how this injury would be inflicted on British 
interests is not stated by “His Majesty's govern- 
ment,” but it may be conjectured that it would be 
by decreasing the dividends on overland rail- 
roads in which Englishmen are large stockhold- 
ers 


lis Majesty's government has 


the country, and very properly they are the best

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no opinion with respect to the effect on British 
interests of excluding railroad-owned ships from 
the canal, nor has it asserted that British inter- 
ests demand that canal tolls be adjusted so as not 
to interfere with the revenues of the Suez Canal— 
that may come later. 


The New Russian Navy. 
HEN in the great war between Russia and 
Japan the Japanese attacked the Russian 
ships in Oriental waters without warning and 
sank or captured the whole fleet, they ruck a 
blow which paved the way for their after suc- 
cess in that great conflict. When later on the 
Russian government sent her antiquated fleet 
from the Baltic around hali the world and those 
ships encountered the Japanese fleet in the nar- 
row seas between the islands of Japan and the 
mainland of Asia, the half-crippled, badiv- 
manned Russian ships fell a prey one after an- 
other to the deadly fire from the Japanese guns 
on modern ships of the finest type, directed by 
skilled gunners, fresh and thoroughly 
for the fight. 

Then the great Muscovite empire lay like a 
stranded ship upon a rock without one efficient 
vessel in the navy. It was freely predicted that 
Russia was practically out of the count for at 
least twenty-five years in anything relatimg to 
international war excepting when the conflict 
must be on land and contiguous to Russian ter- 
ritory. 

It is less than ten years since this catastrophe 
fell upon the Russian fleet, and already the em- 
pire has entered upon the work of building a 
new fleet, the work to be accomplished in five 
years, and if this is carried out it will cat in two 
the period of Russia's inefficiency in war upon 
the high seas. 

The work proposed is as gigantic as could be 

ted from the nation, taking into account 
all its colossal resources. The sum voted for 
the new navy of Russia amounts in round num- 
bers to $650,000,000._ If that were all devoted to 
the building of dreadnoughts it would furnish 
Russia with a fleet which properly manned 
would defy the combined fleets of all Europe. 
Distributing the money it would be sufficient 


: to equip at least forty dreadnoughts, a sufficient 


number of cruisers to co-operate with these 
monstrous fighting machines, enough torpedo- 
boats and torpedo destroyers to make formi- 
dable head against any fleet that could be 
brought against Russia and transports to supply 
the ships with coal. 

A great warship of the present day has a life 
of usefulness not extending beyond ten years. 
After that period the best ship that can be built 
at this time is near junk and would be only in 
the way and a serious detriment in a naval con- 
flict. That is why the. Germans. with ships of 
more modern construction, although fewer in’ 
number, profess their confidence in their ability” 
to defeat any fleet Great Britain could bring 
against theirs. That is why the United States, 
building fewer ships than England or Germany, 
contents itself with the construction of one oF 
two monstrous fighting machines a year of the 
strongest construction, of the most powerfel 
armament and greatest speed known in the na- 
val architecture of today. The general consen- 
sus of opinion among naval fighters is that one 
such immense battleship perfect in all her ap- 
pointments would prove a match for half a dozen 
or half a score vessels of less terrible power. 
The same philosophy lay at the root of Capt. 
Clark’s announcement when he sailed the Ore- 
gon from San Francisco around Cape Horn and 
landing at Florida Keys proclaimed his readi- 
ness to fight the whole Spanish navy single- 
handed. 

If Russia can carry out the programme pro- 
posed for the rehabilitation of her navy, five 
years from now the Muscovite power will be the 
most terrific war engine in the world. With her 

opulation so much superior to that of any other 
Suropean nation she can _ an army in the 
field vastly superior to anything possible on the 
part of any imaginable rival, and with a fleet like 
that proposed the Muscovite could keep all the 
seas of the world clear of the war vessels of 
other nations. 

The German people are very irritated under 
the continual criticism, from England aimed at 
their activity in the building of warships. But 
how, conditions being changed, people’s views 
change with them. The ans now are 
viewing with alarm this Russian programme

Baseball in Grandfather's Day. 

{Edward Bayard Moss, in Harper's Weekly:] Prin- 
ceton was a prominent factor in college baseball from 
the day the “First Nine” was formed. The records 
show that H. C. Milspaugh succeeded L. W. Mudge as 
captain in 1862, In which capacity he served for two 
vears. It was not until 1868, however, that the first 
of the big intercollegiate series was inaugurated. In 
that year a Princeton team journeyed to New Haven 
and was defeated: 30 to 23. The captains of the rival 
nines were Thomas Hooker, ‘69, for Yale, and A. EB. 
Van Wagener, ‘68, for Princeton. During the same 
season Harvard won the first game between the two 
universities by 17 to 16 tallies. A year later the Unt- 
versity of Pennsylvania announced that its hat was 
in the baseball ring, and Princeton demonstrated that 
the Quakers had mmch to leagn about the game by 
defeating the Pennsylvania team by 21 to 8 and 16 to 3. 

The baseball of that period bore little resemblance 
to the scientific play of the ‘varsity nines of the pres- 
ent, but who shall say tat the undergraduates did 
not cain as much pleasure and physical benefit from 
the sport as the students who make the nines today? 
There was none of the training and discipline Im vogue 
now. The coach and the various protective parapher- 
nalis were unknown, yet victory was none the less 
sweet or rivalry lacking. The modern and ancient 
players’ wniforms would make an interesting and 
instructive comparison if placed side by side.

beasts” which was the very first letter-patent that the 
Gard 


en of Eden. (Genesis,!, 26.) 
We ought to remember this slender, modest, gentle, 
humorous American farmer, born in Franklin county, 
Ohio, 2 1828; and only thirty years old when he had 
conquered Europe and taught the Old World an abso 
as to the most useful of our animal 
chums. For his soul is marching on. His 
his thought have changed the fate not 
‘only of millions of horses, but (what is far more im- 
portant,) the temper of millions of men. It was at 12° 
years old that he began to “break” horses differently 
from the Ohio habit—by not breaking them at all, but 
mending them—and in a little while he was in demand 
not only to tame other people's horses, but as a teacher 
of trainers. When he went to [urope, afier a rapid rise 
to fame in this country, he won what was much better 
than fame—he conquered the insular and stupid 
prejudices of the greatest nation of horse-fanciers. He 
stood the severest tests not only before royalty, but tn 
public. Queen Victoria, the Czar of Russia, and many 
other sovereigns gave him such welcome as perhaps 
was never given any other private citizen; for not only 
the magic efficiency of his method gratified the won- 
der-thirst; the principle of it appealed to every gen- 
erous heart. 

His most notorious feat was the absolute taming of 
Lord Dorchester’s famous stallion “Cruiser”-——a devil 
of a horse, if ever there was one; a man-killer and a 
wrecker, upon whom they had to keep a huge trou 
muzzle that would have been heavy for a grizzly bear; 
for whom they had to take off the roof of the building 
in which he was confined, and lift him out with a der- 
rick, to change his stall. In three hours, Rarey had 
this demon horse eating out of his hand: and the owner 
mounted Cruiser’s back. As Cruiser was the most 
famous “outlaw” in all England, this victory was con- 
clusive; but Rarey did equal wonders with equally sav- 
age though less famed horses. The Czar of Russia sent 
to Siberia for the flercest beast obtainable—and found 
Some that were too fierce for anyone else, but not for 
Rarey. And so across al! Europe, in the presence and 
actual companionship of crowned heads, and before 
‘skeptic multitudes, be trepanned the civilized world 
with the true joke that a horse isn’t such a fool as a 
fool takes it to be; that it is intelligent and gentle at 
heart, and more than willing to love its master if it 
has a master fit to love. If Mr. Rarey had persisted 
unto the present day, there might be no suffragette 
movement. He might have made his millions by teach- 
ing (via trepan) the equally useful joke that even 
women would rather eat out of your hand than kick, 
if they have a reasonable excuse. But Mr. Rarey died 
untimely (in Cleveland, O., October 4, 1866;) and a 
brilliant career—of which the last was in government 
employ as master of inspection of the horses for the 
Army of the Potomac—came to an end before several 
such questions which might tax the higher hypnotism 
if a real Gentler could have the benefit of his genius. 
An excellent sketch of his life and wonder-workings was \ 
printed in Harper’s Magazine for April, 1861. Rarey | 
himself published in 1858 a little “Treatise on Horse 
Taming.” 

If Rarey had lived in the Middle Aces, and in Europe, 
his wizardry with beasts would have been held miracu- 
fous, and he would have been sainted—which wouldn't 
have harmed the Calendar at all. While we have no 
Vatican to canonize such Americans as deserve per- 
petual candles at the altar of our memory—and while 
our Hauls of Fame are sad, and our foremost Poet is 
our hindmost choice—-we might possitly put some string 
upon our finger for the men who change the ideals of 
man for the better. In any such Temple, where Edison 
would have his niche as one that conquered physical 
darkness and broke the back of distance, so the man| 
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more useful to humanity than simply to be 
in British borse shows. And when it comes to 
ferocious beast, which devastates the field of 
that devouring lion Hymen-—be was in a class Ly 
self. Of all the lives of all the Saints, and the 
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after all convinced that they are at last dealing with 
Real People—and not with the Foreigners who made 
America. 


This is not sarcastic. Like Lord Clive in India I am 
disposed to marvel at my own moderation. Anyone 
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Saints, the only one that seems to me anywhere near 
so human and so fascinating is that of Saint Francis, 
the foremost gentleman in history, save his master. 
But the American wonder-worker had the better even 
of that blest sou! of Assisi, both for kis more interest- 
ing habitat and for his more variegated experience. 

No Finishing School for Saints would probably 
schedule mule-driving, horse-breaRing or ox-freighting 
as a chief requirement of its curriculum. In fact I 
have been thinking to challenge the most distinguished 
head of the American army (retired,) long reputed in 
Arizona as the most perfect persuader of stalled and 
hopeless mule-trains when their proper teamsters had 
gone voiceless, to a public contest of Language—in ten- 
minute rounds, and on behalf of a philanthropy dear to 
both of us. It may be that with the five other idioms in 
which mules can hear me, I could make head against 
his incomparable English. Anyhow, it would be worth 
the admission—and an endowment sure! 

There are needlessly embittered persons who would 
as little prescribe women as a means to canonization. 
With them, I could hold no debate—having leaned my 
equatorial ignorance; equi-distant between the two 
poles. 

But the pioneer freighter of America, and the cham- 
pion abstainer from that cup which steers an! con- 
nubiates—he passed successful'y the gruelling cross- 
examination cf the Apostolic courts as to both tempta- 
tions; anc the archives prove him to have come through 
without spot or blemish. He never swore at either of 
‘em. And he solved the riddle of the Sphynx—"“How te 
be happy though married.” 

Anyone but the student (whose first lesson, almost, 
‘'s the hopeless worthlessness of our text-books, all and 
several, when it comes to the early history of America) 
will be astonished to learn that this remarkable man— 
a heroic and historic Ggure in the early development 
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ito dig his own trenches, but had a suspicion that he 
was entitled to find at least the points of the compass 
In the pretentious works which are sold on the theory 
that they assist people to knowledge-—any such a one, 
and of less saintly disposition, would by this time doubt- 
j less have issued a better Chesterton library of such 
mild remarks as I did once publish about the Century 
Dictionary in its relation to everything west of Ho 
boken and south of the Ohio. More honest work has 
been done on Egypt cand Asia Minor. Outside of 
Americana, there seem to have been students willing to 
cross-examine the eyewitnesses, and search the record, 
instead of golaug up into the mountains to oracles, or 
down street to another arm-chair fortuneteller. For 
light in the Scriptures, we search the o'd texts and the 
contemporary pagans. We try to read through them 
straight for ourse!ves, and what other people said about 
them. The pitifulest runt of the day of Abraham is 
safe in the Concordances and the commentaries; im 
mortal if only because he committed a nuisance. 

But of the greatest romance in ali the world’s his 
tory, the longest, the most daring, the most chivalric, 
the most poetic, and the most scholarly—the finding, 
the taming, the settling, and the studying of the New 
World which promptly turned about and stood the Old 
World upon its head and has since that time abso 
lutely colored every fiber of its business, its scholar- 
ship, its politics, its economics, its markets, and even 
its religion—of all this, it's as much as one’s life is 
worth to try to find out anything abcut anybody except 
a few heroes whose names and fames accidentally fell 
into the hands of some curio-dealer in history. When 
you recall that the greatest text-book in the world, the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, does not name the first man 
who sailed around the world, nor deem it circumnaviga- 
tion until an Englishman did it a century later; nor 
the Spaniard who discovered Brazil, nor the one whe 
discovered California, nor those who first found, and 
colonized within, what is now the United States: and 
a hundred other omissions as glaring and a hundred 
histories as untrue as these omissions are inexcusable; 
and when you recall also that In spite of the sincere 
labors of men like Winsor, Hodge, Coues and Gilmary 
Shea and their sort; and notwithstanding the magnif- 
cent libraries of Americana at John Carter Brown, ia 
Providence, and the Lenox in New York, and the Bd 
Ayer Collection in the Newberry tn Chicago, and all our 
encyclopedias and histories, there is far less available 
to the English-speaking student concerning the early 
history of America than as to any other comparable 
topic of study In the whole world’s history—then you 
will, mayhaps, acquit me for a pious wish to bump 
various heads together until the sparks shall fly to the 
betterment of students and of patriotism. There are 
some old fogies who like to study anyhow: and every 
generous boy and girl loves romance; every generous 
» boy and girl likes to hear of whatever poetry and patriot- 
ism there is in our own colontal history—and would be 
just as glad to learn of the older, bigger, more chivalria, 
and more brilliant romance which is equally a part of 
our American heritage. There are various intermittest 
fevers by various amiable writers to make quick nice 
books-to-order about pirates or some other episode they 
can bone bodily from Esquemeling or Dampfer or some 
other easy chronicler of the old days. But of real st 
dents of the most studiable topic in past America aad@ 
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the most interesting nove! on all the shelves of human 
evolution—it is hard to find one.

Sebastian de Aparicio was born in 1502 In Gudina, a 
hamlet of Galicia, Spaia, of the dominion of the Counta 
of Monterey. It was a long time ago. Ferdinand and 
isabella, who enabled the New World, and Alexander 
VI, the Pope who divided it, were stil! upon their 
hrenes and the Discovery was bul ten years old. 

Gudina was a village of ramchers and teamsters. 
Aparicio’s parents were “poor but of good life”— Juan de 
Aparicio and Teresa del Prado, “in whieh Meadow 
{Prado} God hid this inestimable treasare.” A miracle 
marked him as a lad. “A cruel pest fell upon the prov- 
ince and was like to devour it.” Victims died in a 
few hours after seigure. The boy succumbed. The 

— pest-heuse was outside the village: and the laws of 
quarantine were strictly enforced; but the mother 
secretly bid him in a deserted house near home, and 
visted bim by nicht. On the second day he seemed 
to be dead; and in her grief she burried home, leavinc 
the door unlatched. A ravening ske-wolf pushed open } 
the door: but instead of absorbing the boy, lanced the 
pestilential swellings with her keen teeth, and licked 
the wounds unt? she cured them and the boy got up} 
and shut the door; so the mother found him on the road 
to recovery when she came to bury him. 

Schooling then was for the few; and Aparicio did pot} 
learn his letters. But he became proficient with horses 
and cattle and in the labors of the ranch-—a homety 
education which steed him in good stead ta later years. 
He learned too, that unswerving obedience of the 
elder days. 

When he was about 16, “a tall and ruddy youth, 
handsome and well-built, graceful and mettiesome as 

. Jeseph,” he left home to begin his wanderings; on foot, 
without money, and with only his eape for a shelter. 
‘He trudged on until he came to Salamanca. A noble 
and wealthy widow employed him to freight between 
her house and ranch, with a yoke of oxen. Here began 
the first of that extraordinary career as to which his 
biegraphers cannot say too much. He had Joseph 
double-discounted for a mere amateur of continence; 
for there was @ Mra. Potiphar at every turn; and he was 
twice married after 60 years; yei he “maintained his 
virgin chastity unsullied unto death.”

quent ages. There is no question as to the veracity of 
this, his material record. He was the first man in the 
New World to tame and break steers to the yoke, te 
build wagoms and draw them with oxen—ihe first 
freighter in the Western Hemisphere, and pioneer In 
that tremendous overland traffic of which I have written 
elsewhere. Up to this time, all transportation had been 
by pack animals: and it caused vast admiration te see 
this young athlete subject the flercest cattle and drive 
them obedient at the head of bis huge prairie schooners. 
He began freighting from Vera Cruz, the pert of 
entry, to Puebla afd the City of Mexico, with a whole 
caravan of his own eight-ox wagons; bringing up from 
the coast the precious consignments from Spain, and 
back to the coast the gold and silver of the Mexican 
mines. 

About 1542, after nine years in the vicinity of Puebla, 
he removed hig freighting outfit to the City of Mexico. 
From that eapital, with incredible work, he surveyed 
and opened a wagon road to Zacatecas, the richest 
silver mines in the New World. I was indeed a 
titanic undertaking; but the same magnetism which 
served him in taming brutes, was also efficaciou with 
wild men. The way was infested with the barbarous 
“Chiehimeca,” ferocious and cannibal Indians who 
spared no traveler. But Sebastian by bis diplomacy and 
fearlessness won their friendship and actually procured 
them to open the road for him, and for many vears he 
traveled among them not only undisturbed, but helped 


silver ingots from Zacatecas to the capital, anid sup- 
plies from the capital to the great mining camp. The 
round trip of about 1000 miles required months: and 
the teamsters took thier wives and children with them 
in the huge covered wagons, camping by the way. Like

Alter ten years of this freighting, he sold his outfit 
in 1552 and bought a farm near Tla'nepantla a league 
from the City of Mexico.

He acquired a 
handsome fortune at this; and another from the neigh- 
boring cattle ranch which he purchased later.

So many inquiries have come asking light om the sub- 
ject of pneumonia that in order to do. it justice and 
to do the inquirers justice, the editor ef this depart 
ment called upon Dr. Axel Emil Gibson of Beaumont, 
Cal, to give the needed information, dealing with it in 
the careful, painstaking and thorough manner for which 
he is so noted. Following is substantially hie reply: 

Pneumonia is one of those four “dreadnoughts” of 
death-dealing diseases that continue to increase their

Definiues of Preumonia. 


Strictfy defined, pneumonia fs neither endemic nor 
epidemic, bat manifests itself sul generis, whenever 
conditions for its development are favorable. That its 
attacks occur more frequently fn regions of high alts 
tude is due to the diminished pressure of the atmos 
pheric column on the respiratory tissues, with the sub 
sequent disturbed equilibrium between the capillary and 
vesicular exchanges—between the arterial blood and 
the atmospheric air, and their respective currents 
meet and diffuse in the interstices of the lungs. 

When we speak of pneumonia, we refer to that dis 
eased condition of the lumgs when the vesicular struc 
tures of the latter are breaking down under the 
strain of high fever. For pneumonia is a typical fever 
disease, where the field of inflammation is located ip 
the lobes of the lungs and the subsequent infiltration 
and congestion diffused im the air spaces. 


Symptoms. 


The disease sets in with a very severe chill, due to 
Interior shock which is caused by failure of the con 
gested air-vesicles to discharge from the poisoned blood 
the excess of circulating carbon-dioxide. In the major- 
ity of cases the chill ia preceded, a day or two, by s 
general discomfort and headache. 

Immediately after the chill follows fever, which rap 
idiy reaches its maximum rise 104 degrees to 106 de 
grees, leaving a hectic flush on each cheek, often more 
marked on the cheek of the affected side. Great thirst 
is experienced, while the discharge of urine is scant, 
high-colored and burning. 

With the flush of fever comes pain in the side, cen

restrained by the pain ft occasions, and which in the 
course of twenty-four hours assumes the characteris 
tic “prune-juice” appearance. The general aspect of 
the patient at this stage is striking and unmistakable— 
face flushed, eye brilliant, breath rapid, nasal wings 
moving with each breath in nervous tremor.

our back alley, as long as we permit the cause of the 
infection, the decaying material, to accumulate. 


Prevention Through Diet. 


Realizing the true cause of pneumonia—its preven- 
tion becomes self-evident. Cleanness--moral, mental, 
physical—in food and thought, im act and motive— 
constitutes the prerequisite, and the infallible pre 
requisite for immunity to any infection from without 
or from within. As a fire cannot burn without fuel, as 
infection cannot start ‘without decay, and as decay 
must be preceded by excess, abuse or disuse of ma- | 
terial, so the human body can safely defy all the in- 
fectious bacteria of the universe as long as its tissues 
are nourished with clean, wholesome, simple food, 
taken in moderation and in proportion to physiological 
needs. 

There are three things In the ordinary human diet- 
ary that have destroyed more stomachs, livers, kid- 
neys and lungs than the corresponding consumption 
of tobacco, beer and whisky, namely, concentrated or 
“free” sweets, fats, and starches. While in their natu- 
ral relation, as ingredients in fruita, meats and cereals, 
these substances are enjoyable with perfect hycienic 
legitimacy, it is first when isolated or ruptured in 
their elemental order, as in candies, and pastries, soups 
and gravies, white bread and cakes, that their enjoy.

- commencing to heal over it, seals it into the system. 

Tetanus makes its attack directly upon the nervous 
system. The poisonous activity which it induces ascends 
the nerve sheaths, over-stimulating the nerve centers. 
The first symptoms are restiessness, disinclination to 


the body. About seven to nine days alter the injury 
has been received, an involuntary twitching of some 
limb or the muscles of the face may often precede the 
more serious convulsions and stiffening which are the 
familiar manifestations of tetanus. Gases have formed 
and accumulated in the cavities or ventricles about the 
brain, pressure upon which is a potent cause for many 
of the symptoms. The nerves become ultimately rigid. 
When this has come to pass, it ia not often possible to 
Save the patient, although we have known of case: 
where the cure was accomplished even after the setting 
of the jaw. 

_ AM! physicians, who have to do with this dread disease, 
place most of their hope in the preventive measure. 
The difficulty which presents itself is that the wound 
through which the poison may be introduced is often 
so slight that it is regarded at the time as of no con- 
sequence, and the remedies are often applied when too 


In a case where the poison had entered the sysiem 
without having been detected in time to circumvent the 
danger, as soon as the twitching of the nerves was 
noticed, the physician who was summoned immediately 
placed the patient ander the influence of an anesthetic 
consisting of equal parts of chloroform and ether. The 
effect of these drugs is to relax the nervous system, and 
to gradually cause the absorption of the gases in the 

' Wentricles. The patient was kept under the influence 
of the drugs for forty-eight hours, during which time the 


perature and pulse being carefully watched so as to pre- 
vent sinking. A fly-blister was applied to the back at 
intervals until a reaction was detected. As soon as tae 
skin turns red under the blister, a liver remedy must 
at céce be administered, and the attention given to 
pening the various channels of excretion in every possl- 
ble way. The patient may then be allowed to coins 
out from under the influence of the drugs. When he has 
reached this stage, there is reasonable assurance of 
safety. The system has begun to throw off the poison. 
Sometimes when there has been an apparent recovery 
enough of the virus remains in the blood to cause a 
reiapse from time to time, not, however, so serious as 
the first attack. But the treatment must be repeated, 
and the same precautions taken as at first. Finally the 
disease will wear itseif out. 

Bathers in sea or river or lake should always wear 
some sort of light shoe to protect the sole of the foot.

Camden, N. J., in thirty 
years of practice, claims to have treated about 10,000 
injuries, including rusty-nail and other punctures of the 
hands and feet, and that the disease, when fully de 
veloped, is usually fatal, but that the tetanus anti-toxin 
will immunize if introduced hypodermically at the time 
of the injury, or before the disease is fully established. 
Dr. Benjamin, in the Medical Record, describes and 
gives an illustration of a screw, which looks like a 
diminutive augar bit. Im the set there are a number 
of screws, ranging from the size of a smal! probe, to 
five-sixteenths of an imch. After sterilizing the injury, 
and irrigating the wound, if it is large and open, a few 
drops of alcoholic solution of cocaine are introduced. 
The screw is then dipped in antiseptic solution, some of 
which is retained in the spira! gutter, and inserted ina 
the wound. When the mouth of the wound is hard and 
contracted, Dr. Benjamin nicks the skin with a knife 
point. 

“As the screw is being inserted,” he writes, “it is 
kept turning, but held back, so that by the time it has

In this way foreign substances and microbes are 
The instrument is then pulied out 
and washed in an antiseptic, then dipped in tincture 
of iodine, if not a large puncture, and then forced down 
to the bottom of the wound, and given a few turns 
backward. Then the screw is dipped into carbolized oil 
(1 minim of carbolic acid to 14 of pure olive oil) and 
pushed gradually to the bottom of the wound, turning 
backward, then unscrewed out. These antiseptics have 
the property of permeating the surounding tissues. 
Dress the wound in the usual antiseptic manner. No 
germs will live in that wound.”

Their absence means herve starva- 
tion, necessarily nervous debility, imperfect devel- 
opmeat, and deficiency of osseous structute, perticularly 
in children. Nevraigia is one of the res#its of this lack 
in the system, and it also produces efuptions of the 
skin, and catarrh of the mucous membrane. Pod foods, 
especially lentils and beans, are rich in phosphorus. 
And since we feol that we must have them cooked, they 
should be prepared in a baking dish with butter, and 
perhaps a little milk, snugly covered up, and allowed to 
smother in the oven. In this way there would be the 
least possible waste of the salts. The same may be 
said of sea foods, which contain a high percentage of 
phosphates. Whole wheat, rye and oats are rich in 
phosphates, which the cooking ustally extracts. 

Eges, eaten raw, will provide a fair amount of as- 
imilable phosphates. Milk contains a little less; and 
ts virtue consists in its being drunk without being 
heated. Cabbage, spinach, celery and cauliflower, eaten 
raw, provide a quantity of phosphates equaling that of 
mitk, while pine nuts contain the same amount as the
